. ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT © je 
This is the first peacetime school year since 1941. — 


There is no need to review all the problems the schools — a ce 4 
have had to cope with during this period of national “5 eae 4 
crisis. Probably the greatest problem has been in the > 
field of personnel. At the beginning of the war there 
were hardly more than enough teachers to fill the class- : . 
rooms. The colleges and universities were graduating only 
enough teachers to take care of a moderate turnover. The — ue 
enrollments of teacher candidates had been falling off 
since depression days. The low wage scales then in exist- is 


ence and the generally unsatisfactory living and oe ; 


was not very appealing to high school graduates. 
Immediately this country entered the war and start- i 


campaign for new Peres offering high wages and ideane x 
working conditions. Many teachers took advantage Thies 
these offers. The armed forces also made attractive over 
tures with the result that the schools lost more teachers. — 
These three factors: reduced number of new teachers, 
industrial competition, and the armed forces account in — 
a large measure for the shortage of teachers today. 
Present indications are that the situation will get worse > ra 
for several years instead of better, particularly in the ae 
elementary field. ee

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these another year. The rural situation is really acute. 


There are no people preparing for rural schools. The 
living conditions are very unsatisfactory; it has been 
practically impossible to find any kind of living accom- 
modations for the teachers in some communities. Other 
districts have been forced to transport a teacher some 


distance to a larger community in order to have a teacher. 


Today almost every teacher is looking for a single grade, 
or at most two grades, in a large community. Many rural 
schools have been closed, and others will need to be as 
the number of available teachers diminishes. 

Last spring your school board decided to close the 
North End School and transport all the scholars to the 
Village. This has worked out very well. The enrollment for 


: the whole town is about the ideal size for one room; 
‘divided, neither school would have had enough pupils to 


provide the spirit of competition and social contact that 
bring out the best work of the pupils. You are very fortu- 
nate in having a capable person in the Village School. The 


spirit of cooperation between the pupils and the teacher 


has been very excellent. The new pupils have become 
assimilated unusually quickly. 

_ Last year three recommendations were suggested 
for meeting the teacher shortage in this town. The most 
practical being the construction of a central two-teacher 
school to accommodate all the pupils of the town. Such a 
building would be a decided asset; besides providing for 
the best educational. interests of the scholars, it would 
promote civic interest and pride and could provide a 
community center for use outside school hours. It would 
certainly do much to attract new housing and settlement 
in the town. Surry will undoubtedly expand during the 
next few years. Its proximity to Keene makes it a desirable 
location for families wishing to get out of the city; yet 
not get too far away. 

If the district is thinking of making this improvement 
in its educational plant, preliminary steps should be start- 
ed as soon as possible. Federal funds are available for 
initial plans. It is believed that further funds may be 
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appropriated for construction when proposed require- 
ments have been surveyed.
